“I want you and your organi- 
zation to know that I forcefully 
resent what you have said or 
implied.” 

“Who are you and your or- 
ganization to tell me what I 
should read and what I should 
recommend other loyal Ameri- 
can citizens to read?” he con- 
tinued. 

The general praised Beaty’s 
book. He said: “Not until I 
read John Beaty’s book “The 
Iron Curtain Over America,” 
did I learn what was going on 
back in the United States of 
America while I was overseas 
fighting for my country.” 

“I think every loyal citizen of 
our country, whether he is 
Protestant, Jew, Catholic or 
Mohammedan, should read “The 
Iron Curtain Over America,’” 
he said.

HAIFA (NJP) — Beautiful 25-year-old French- 
born Miriam Epstein, an unofficial beauty queen 
of Israel’s kibbutzim, was converted to Catholicism 
and entered a convent for life, in a festive cere- 
mony, last week. Miriam’s conversion shocked Is- 
rael as nothing before. There are very, very few 
genuine conversions, acts of genuine faith. The 
much-publicized conversion of the sabra teacher 
Rachel Bar-Giora was one of these. This, how- 
ever, is the first time that a kibbutz member, in 
the prime of her beauty, took such a step. 

Here is the full story, as gained by this cor- 
respondent after a two-day visit to Nazareth, where 
the ceremony took place: 

Miriam Epstein, a pretty Jewish-French orphan, 
came to Israel with the Youth Aliya a number of 
years ago, and joined a kibbutz in the Jerusalem 
eorridor. With a face and figure exactly like Hedy 
Lamarr, she was immediately a big hit with the 
kibbutz boys, but, she was the quet brooding type. 
She did her work conscientiously, was a good shot 

"with the rifle, and never missed guard duty, watch- 
ing for Arab prowlers on the kibbutz’ perimeter, 
only a couple of miles from the Arab border. 

She was the prettiest girl in the kibbutz and,

with her grace, poise and looks, the kibbutz used 
to send her to represent it at all public functions. 

Soon, press photographers and model agencies 
began to take notice of her. After a couple of 
cheesecake shots of Miriam were published in a 
national magazine, she was proposed as a candi- 
date for the annual Miss Israel contest, but she 
withdrew her candidacy. 

Last year, cupid shot Miss Epstein right through 
the heart with an arrow. She fell madly in love, 


for the first time in her life, with a kibbutz boy ~ 


who served in the army. They were very happy 
and planned to get married, when he- was killed 
in a battle with the Arabs. 

Slowly, she became convinced that the Catholic 
religion offered the only right answer to all of 
her many doubts and problems. When she ap- 
proached a Catholic mission in Jerusalem, the priest 
in charge was suspicious at first and consulted his 
superiors. She went to Nazareth, and lived at a 
Catholic hospice there. Then Miriam announced that 
she decided to become a nun, and -not just a nun, 
but a nun of the Carmelite Order, the Strictest in 
the world, 

The Carmelite Convent in Nazareth, which houses 
20-odd nuns, is never entered by any outside per- 
son, man or woman. The nuns live, pray and die, 
behind 33-foot-tall stone walls, with crushed glass 


on top.. Food and other supplies are brought to 
the gate and pushed in through a narrow opening, 

In return, an unseen hand passes out the money, 
No newspapers, books or any ether printed mat. 
ter are allowed, and the nuns must not speak with 
each other, except to pray. The only person in the 
convent who can speak with the- Catholic priests 
who come to visit it, is the Mother Superior. 

Even the priests, however, must not enter the 
cenvent proper, but are received in a special nar. 
row room at the gate. Into this narrow room, last 
week, crowded the Archbishop Hakim, head of the 
Catholic Church in Israel, the Papal Vatican Rep. 
resentative, Archbishop Gori, and a dozen of: other 
Catholic dignitaries, together with the oe of 
Nazareth. 


A crowd of newspapermen which milled areal 
outside, including this correspondent, was refused 
admission, but was informed of everything that 
went on. ; 

The Mother Superior led Miriam, clad in 4 
nun’s habit, and announced that she was received 
by the Catholic Convent as a nun on probation for 
two years. Her hair was cut and her name 
changed from Miriam Epstein to Sister Esther 
Mary. She then took her First Vows and pledged 
silence, except in prayer for the ee two 
years.

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CCNY Prof. Decides 
To Build Eilat Home

HAIFA (NJP)—Professor Sol 
Liptzin, of the City College of 
New York, made front page 
headlines in the Israel press this 
week when he announced his de- 
dsion to be the first professor, 
Israeli or American, to build.a 
neuse of his own at Eilat, Is- 
rael’s southernmost point and 
only Red Sea port, 

Prof. Liptzin, who heads the 
Germanic and Slav Languages 
and Literature departments at 
CCNY, came to Israel as a guest 
lecturer at Bar-Ilan university. 
A few weeks ago, he visited Eilat 
with his wife and two daughters, 
and fell in love with the place, 
which he calls “the only roman- 
tie place in the world.” 

. For the time being, the profes- 


gor and his family live in two 


rooms at the Bar-Ilan dormitory. 
The university offered him an 
apartment, but he refused, say- 
ing that. he did not intend to 
lecture for more than four 
months at Bar-Ilan, and wanted 
to start building his Eilat house 
right away. 

In February, 1956, the profes- 
gor and his family are returning 
to the United States and are 
planning to come back to Israel 
for Passover, Prof. Liptzin hopes 
to have his Eilat home ready by 
then. ’ 


THE 57-YEAR-OLD professor 
has met Ejilat’s mayor, who is 
glad and honored to have such 
a personage among his citizens. 

The Piptzin house will be built 
on the Red Sea beach, and will 
have a garage and a boathouse. 
Fishing is excellent in the fab- 
tlously rich waters, and the pro- 
fessor is an ardent fisherman 
and sportsman. 

His main purpose in building; 
a house at Eilat, however, is to 
work thére undisturbed, “Dur- 
ing the six days I lived in Eilat 
in November,” says Prof, Lipt- 
zim, “I have accomplished more 
work than during seven weeks 
in New York. After all, you have 
no traffic going past ‘your house, 
RO newspapermen to bother you 
and no television to distract 
you...” 


PROF. LIPTZIN is working now 
en a monumental 14-volume sur- 
vey of the world literature, and 
he feels that he can accomplish 
his work only at Eilat. He is not 
unduly disturbed about the pos- 
sibility of a war, either. Although 
Eilat is hemmed in between 
Egypt, Jordan, and Saudi-Ara- 
bia, only 5 to 6 miles from each 


enemy country, the professor 
isn’t worried. Admitting that 
Eilat, with him in his house, 


might be cut off by the Arabs in 
case of war, he is confident that 
the. tough little town would be 
able to hold out until relieved. 

“There is less than a couple 
of thousand people in Eilat and 
vicinity,” he says, “but they are 
mostly miners, fishermen, ex- 
Plorers and cattlemen, all tough 
breed. Even the Eilat women 
are tougher than the men else-

THE COMMUNITY leader be- 
hind the humanitarian idea of 
providing comfort and luxury to 
the aged at a nominal cost is 
Charles S. Lavin—whom the res- 
jdents of Miami Beach have 
tabbed “The Mitzva Man.” 

Last August Lavin tested his 
idea of catering to those with 
small pensions when he bought 
the Boulevard Hotel, Lavin was 
flooded with requests from the 
48 states, and the hotel was 
booked to capacity, 

Lavin told The Post he re- 
ceived many requests from el- 
derly men and women who ob- 
served the dietary laws. 

“I pledged myself,” Lavin ac- 
knowledged, “that the next ho- 
tel, providing we had enough 
requests, would have-a kosher 
kitchen.” 


LAVIN WAS to realize his 
hopes sooner than he dreamed. 
Recently the famous $6,060,000 
Fleetwood hotel was put on the 
auction block, Lavin found the 
bidding going beyond his finan- 
tial means. Also, observing the 
bidding were several Canadi- 
ans. Of the Orthodox faith, 
these men had heard about La- 
vin’s interest in helping the 
aged. They also were interest- 
td in his desire to give Ortho- 
fox Jews the privilege of ob- 
serving the dietary laws. 

The group joined hands, and 
Purchased the hotel which has 
opened its doors for the season. 
What about Lavin? 


WHAT IS his background? 
His. interest in the aged start- 
td eight years ago when as a 
Mortgage broker he had gone 
to arrange the sale of a fore- 
closed rooming house patron- 
ied by older citizens. The 
tooms were cold and gloomy, 
and the misery and dejection 
of the older citizens left a last- 
ing impression on him. 
“Judaism,” he reflected,” has 
always placed a religious duty 
to give the aged every com- 
fort in life. It wasn’t right for 
ld people to live like that.” 


LAVIN RESOLVED that he 
Would devote the rest of his 
life to helping the aged—to sal- 
Vage the last 18 years of life, 
and to take away the sting and 
terror of old age. 

“Do you know,” he. peinted 
out “there are 15 million edler- 
ly men and women throughout 
a the United States whose sole in- 
tome is derived from Social Se- 
curity, Old Age Assistance, or 
Private pension—these incomes 
average less than $70 a. month.

of Jewish books, and a hot-dog 
stand supervised by a sign with 
the reassuring words, “Esst 
gezunterheit, kinder,” which ad- 
vertised felafel (35 cents) but 
had discontinued its production 
until some future date. ~ 

A few steps further on, a sea- 
food company dealt out little 
squares of lox on Ry-King, and 
across the way a small booth 
sold some fine, inexpensive Is- 
raeli candy and biscuits. 


THE REST of the Exhibit, con- 
tained in another, larger hall, 
was something of an anti-cli- 
max. 

For one thing, the total num- 
ber of Israel products actually 
on view could have been ade- 
quately displayed in a telephone 
booth. But, even as deployed 
over a hall the size of a basket- 
ball court, the entire exhibit, in- 
cluding maps, statistical charts, 
and some large photos which at- 
tempted to substitute for live 
merchandise, could have been 
covered in five minutes, with 
time left over to try twisting the 
lid off a modest, reliable-look- 
ing pressure cooker. 

It included the customary 
lovely Yemenite embroidery on 
the customary shoddy material, 
some sturdy raincoats, shoes, 
sweaters and dry-goods, a nice 
little exhbiit of Israel stamps, 
and numerous small odds and 
ends which again showed Israel’s 
excellence in commercial art and 
industrial design. 

In between, someone on the 
p.a. system shouted commercials 
for a gadget called “Relax-it.” 
It would take a pretty practical 
Zionist to feel he was being 
given his 75 cents worth. 


THE MAIN .hall also featured 
a counter full of 5th grade 
American landscape art, a small 
fish-tank (‘courtesy of Jon-Ann’s 
Exotics”), and a table offering 
a fair cross-section of the ubi- 
quitous Bezalel patina items, but 
nothing which couldn’t be topped 
by any local Jewish bookstore 
or sisterhood gift-shop. Only 
novel item on sale there was a 
key-chain commemorating the 
oil strike in the Negev. It sold 
for $2.

cluded an occasional Israel film, 
personal appearances of Israeli 
performers, and even a ribbon- 
cutting ceremony by a “Miss 
Carmel Wine” (courtesy of Uni- 
versal-International). 

But the most frequently of- 
fered and publicized attraction 
was “Our Three Sedves,” which 
the program described as “a 
classic modern story based on 
the youth and coronation of 
David, the sweet psalmist of Is- 
rael, who spoke by the Rock- 
Of-Ages, through body, mind 
and soul; and the spirit of 
promise they hold for our 
world.” ‘Whatever that means. 

This was presented by 
“Theatre Universal,” a group of 
stage-minded boys and_ girls, 
abetted by “200 original cos- 
tumes,” and, according to the 
program, took place “in and 
around a country besieged, com- 
bining the past, present and fu- 
ture.” It didn’t say which coun- 
try. Or which tense. 


ITS DANCE-NUMBERS went 
under such titles as “Victory 
Serpentine,” “World - Vision,” 
“East-West,” “Humanity in Ab- 
stract” and “Peace!” Clearly, 
an enterprise striving for a 
sober balance between enter- 
tainment and inspiration. 

But from the moment the 
curtain went up, it was pretty 
obvious that our Special Trade 
Show Committee either had 
gotten itself conned into letting 
their Exhibit be used as a launch- 
ing site for an ambitious but 
desperately untalented group of 
kids, possibly because they did 
not have to pay for it; or that 
whoever auditioned the show, 
correctly estimated the level of 
theatrical rubbish one can safely 
put over on an L, A. Jewish 
audience hardened by two Sea- 
sons of theater parties to the 
Leo Fuchs Playhouse. 


IT HARDLY PAYS to go into 
detail about the script, written 
in the kind of free verse some- 
times affected in Junior High 
School pageants, the scenery, 
which looked like it was left 
over from Halloween, or the 
acting, which once again proved 
that within 30 miles of Holly- 
wood, you can get free actors 
for anything. 

We did not learn until after- 
ward that the script had been 
written by the treasurer of the 
Baha’i faith, and, by special re- 
quest, had been obliged to de- 
lete a reference to the Trinity. 

Perhaps the trade show stimu- 
lated some investment. I don’t 
think it stimulated much re- 
spect. To paraphrase an old 
saying about the Army, if any 
of the Exhibit’s sponsors ran 
their own business the way they 
run public relations for Israel.

Don't Get Excited If Arab 
Point Of View Gets Hearing 











By CARL ALPERT 


CHICAGO—Since my arrival in the State I have heard a 
fairly considerable amount of self-criticism from American Jews 
who feel that Israel is losing the propaganda war for American 
public opinion. They cite the radio and TV appearances of Arab 
spokesmen, the editorial and news stories which seem hostile to 
Israel and the activities of Arab students on the campuses of 
American colleges and universities. 

The picture they paint is a rather gloomy 
one, and they do not hesitate to say that Ameri- 
ean Jewish leadership itself is at fault in not 
speaking up more vigorously and more effec. 
tively to see to it that the truth about Israel 
and its present problems be made known. 

If such self-criticism will result in a more 
intensive public relations campaign, I certainly 
would not want to do anything to discourage it, 
but it is my feeling that the critics are much 

ALPERT too harsh with themselves and their leaders. It 
is hard to see what they want. This is a nation of 165,000,000 
people or more, and any educational drive seeking maximum 
saturation of this population is well nigh impossible. 


Must Hammer Away Continuously 

America’s greatest merchandising firms spend billions of 
dollars just to hammer away at what are presumably already 
familiar trade names, and yet even they know that this expen- 
sive effort must be constant, else the fickle public will quickly 
forget. The sort of advertising which is done for popular brand 
cigarettes is a case in point. 

Since complete coverage is impossible, the best should be 
done with the means available, and I venture to say that the 
Israel point of view is relatively well presented, expounded and 
understood in the United States to the degree that any matter of 
foreign affairs is understood. The Jew is impatient if a non- 
Jewish neighbor should some morning ask him: “What’s the 
trouble about in Israel? I read something about it in the papers.” 
That sort of question would seem to indicate that the Israel point 
of view has not been sufficiently explained to the public. 


Americans Notoriously Ill-Intormed 

But why should the neighbor be any more informed about 
Israel than he is about the situation in Kenya, in Cyprus, in Bur- 
ma or in France—and Americans are notoriously ill-informed on 
such matters. It would be safe to say that the American who 
reads his newspapers faithfully, who follows foreign affairs con- 
scientiously, and who tries to keep informed, does know what the 
issues are between Israel and its Arab neighbors. 

There are newspapers in this country which are unfriendly 
to Israel; there are some commentators and other molders of 
public opinion who utilize occasions on which to distort informa- 
tion or present one side only. 

Yet by and large I have found the public and the press gen- 
erally fair. As Rabbi Morton Berman of Chicago said at a private 
meeting here the other night, that is what we have a right to ex- 
pect. If a public speaker, or an editorial writer is objective, we 
Should be satisfied. Let us not feel that we are failing in our 
duties if we do not turn all these people into Zionist propagandists, 

I have also found a tendency on the part of some Zionists to 
become unduly excited whenever an Arab point of view does 
obtain a hearing. Naturally, lies should be answered, and dis- 
tortions set straight; it is part of effective public relatioris to be 
on the alert for such things. But simply because the Arabs do 
from time to time obtain a hearing does not mean that they have 
captured or are capturing public opinion. Within their own. circles 
there is probably the same degree of self-criticism, and the Arabs 
are constantly claiming that they do not get the public ear in 
America because the Jews “control” the media of information. 
Their claim is as nonsensical as the fear at the other extreme. i 


Believes Eban, Aides Do Competent Job 

The official spokesmen of the Israel government in this 
country—Ambassador Abba Eban, and his colleagues in the Is- 
rae] Office of Information are doing a very competent job. They 
can not be everywhere at once, nor can the individual reader be 
conscious of the thousands of ramifications of their activity, which 
seeks to, tell the truth about Israel, promptly and comprehensively. 

There are Zionist committees which have been set up, too, 
within the law, which engage in public relations activities. and 
which help to give the American citizen the facts and information 
on the basis of which he can come to his own opinions, Is that 
not the essence of democracy? A good public relations man does 
wea ogg tell his pa gan what he is doing, or how, er what 

a he using, and for wh i 
ic ih Hionied wacom at goals, but he is obviously trying 

Those engaged in Zionist or Israeli-public relations are in the 
same p6sition, and they can not always render reports of what 
they are doing—reports which the Arabs would be only too happy 
to obtain. The impression remains with me that in a field as vast 
as the American public, considering the impossibility of satura- 
tion, Israe] is getting, on the whole, good press and basic under- 
Standing on the part of those who understand anything.

THE FACT THAT JEWS have lived 
in North Africa in almost indescribable 
poverty may not have been as univer- 
sally known a few years ago as it is to- 
day, but it was by no means a secret. 
This paper reported just a year or so ago 
that less than 50 per cent of the males 
reached their bar mitzva day, so great 
was the infant mortality rate among 
Jews of North Africa. 


But even years before that, the Com- 
mittee for a Forgotten Million sought to 
center attention on the plight of North 
African Jewry. 

It required a pogrom last year to 
move the Jewish community of the world 
to want to do something for these hap- 
less coreligionists. 

Today then a program for moving 
Jews into Israel is under way and as 
many perhaps as 50,000 will be trans- 
ferred to Israel in the coming 12 months.

SUCCESS IS harder to bear 
than poverty. And we are. not 
unmindful of the twisting and 
perversion and withering of na- 
ture which poverty” contrives. 
Nevertheless, more people eome 
out unstained in the essentials 
from the ordeal of poverty than 
from the alchemy of power. 
Power corrupts and great pow- 
er, greatly. And Joseph was no 
exception, 

Consider how he gave him- 
self to the exquisite refinement 
of the tortures through which 
he put his brethren, He literal- 
ly put his jeweled -finger into 
their very guts and watched 
the remorse break. through ev- 
ery pore of their bodies, He re- 
paid them a hundredfold for 
every moment of agony he had 
suffered in the pit. 

The tears he shed in his pri- 
vate chambers were Nile croco- 
dile tears and falser than Phar- 
aoh’s wig, the forgiving sentence 


he later proclaimed: “And now 
be not grieved, nor angry with 
yourselves, that ye sold me hith- 
er; for God did send me before 
you to preserve life.” 

Joseph reminds us of certain 
bigoted Christians who, after 
persecuting Jews for being 
Christ killers, generously admit 
that the death of Jesus was the 
very core of God’s plan for man- 
kind’s salvation. 


MAURICE SAMUEL is quite 
right in describing Joseph as a 
brilliant failure. He was a fail- 
ure not only in that he lacked 
compassion for his Own breth- 
ren. He lacked compassion for 
the people of Egypt. He had 
Pharaoh eating out of his hand. 
Why did he not then turn his 
ever normal granary plan into 
a plan for securing the farmer 
on his land? Instead, he con- 
trived to make Pharaoh the ab- 
solute owner of all the farm 
land of Egypt and every inde- 
pendent farmer into an inden- 
tured servant, 

Joseph :perverted the power of 
interpreting dreams, which he 


claimed he had from God, into 
the power to enslave. The ex: 
ample he gave Pharaoh was 
later to be used by a Pharaoh 
who knew not Joseph as a prece- 
dent for enslaving the Hebrew 
children, If Moses nevertheless 
decided to bring up the bones 
of Joseph from Egypt, it must 
have been for Joseph’s single 
merit—his reverence for his 
father, Jacob, And of this we 
are well informed by the Chap- 
ters of the next Sedrah.

AS QNE who spent much ef- 
fort in behalf of the Zionist 
jdeal, I regard totalitarianism in 
Israe] as obnoxious. To forbid 
people in Israel to form Con- 
servative or Réform congrega- 
tions smacks of totalitarianism. 
Zionism is built on the ideal of 
freedom and progress. Very few 
ef the adherents of Orthodox Ju- 
daism welcomed Herzl and _ his 
dream, Quite the contrary. In 
this they were on the same plat- 
form as the Reformers and the 
Socialist leftists of that period. 
Only when the Zionist movement 
showed signs of success did the 
Orthodox Jews gradually and 
cautiously jump on the band- 
wagon, ' 


LET ME say at the outset I 
would fight for the freedom of 
the Orthodox to organize if any- 
one tried to prevent them from 
doing so in Israel, or anywhere 


else. But I would fight the Or- 


thedox anywhere if they tried 
to strait-jacket me, or others, 
into their way of living or wor- 
shiping. That is what they are 
trying to do in Israel. To me 
this is unworthy of the tradi- 


‘ens of our sages. 


Since space does not permit 
full replies to all the letters, I 
will try to reply to challenges 
only. 


RABBI TUCHMAN takes it 
for granted that the writer “took 
a trip through the South” and 
“has become an expert.”

PESACH RUBIN assures me 


that some old families have de- 
scendants who remained Joyal to 


Judaism, Unfortunately these 
are most honorable exceptiolis. 
I could name a few more than 
he named. But one swallow, or 
a dozen of them, do not make a 
spring. There was more than 
one lost generation between the 
days of Orthodox Judaism and 
the coming of the Reform move- 
tment. 

Alfred Isaacs hardly knows 
where to stop in trying to con- 
vince me how wrong I am, He 
even quotes the case of Bene- 
dict Arnold. Does he not know 
that treachery for cash has noth- 
ing to do with a discussion of 
ideals and ideas? Only a person 
with a weak case has to go to 
such lengths, 

Quoting the unfortunate inci- 
dent of a Reform rabbi who be- 
came an apostate to Judaism 
proves nothing, No more than 
to quote the fact that more than 
one Chassidic rabbi had that 
misfortune. One might counter 
Mr. Isaacs’ apostate Reform rab- 
‘bi with the Chief Rabbi of Rome 
who became a Catholic, ‘That 
would prove nothing.
